Safety First May an Oblivion 


R. DAVIE FULTON, rated by most 
observers an underdog in the Con- 
servative leadership fight, challenged his 
party on Thursday to treat the struggle 
for the succession as 
something more 
meaningful than a 
popularity contest. 
Taxed with the usual 
reproach that he is 
an intellectual, the 
former minister ob- 
jected only (and 
fairly) that he is a 
“hard hitting” intel- 
Jectual. ‘I intend” he 
said, “to use my

sini I think the Canadian people expect 
politicians to use the brains God gave 
them.” 

From the preseiit sthte of our polities 


(including the Conservative prelimin- 
aries) it is difficult to say what the 
Canadian people expect of their politi- 
cians. Among the party managers, there 
appears to be a strong conviction that 
people are interested chiefly in hand-outs 
and that, accordingly, the most per- 
suasive answer to socialism is to be 
found in state bread and circuses. It has 
been discovered in practice that a 
ritualistic profession of principles js 
compatible with policies ensuring that 
the party appears at all times all things 
to all men. 

Mr. Fulton is taking the long gamble 
that the Conservatives, at this low tide in 
their fortunes, may be willing to accept 
a- leader of a different mind. He 
describes himself not merely as a “large 
C” but also as a “small C’’ Conservative 
and he proposes to lead the party along 
Conservative lines: 

A good deal of the press .conference

ture. Would he, for”example persist if

(He would). What backing does he have 
in this or that province?

And so forth. But Mr. Fulton showed an

discuss issues and what he had to say 


As he was'a cosuthor of the now 
deceased Fulton-Favreau formula, his 
views on constitutional matters are of 
particular interest. Mr. Fulton holds that 


importance of this had been underlined 
by recent controversies respecting 
federal contro] of banks and banking. 


Constitutional Stand 
‘This is ‘one of the points for which 


Mr. Fulton feels, after the recent 
experience, that the question of amend- 
ment should not now be considered in 
isolation. He is for committee studies, 
both in Parliament and in the legisla- 
tures, not to seek out a new principle of 
Confederation but to examine possigle 
changes in the 1867 division of powers 

On the issue of foreign ownership, Mr. 
Fulton took essentially the same ground 
as Mr. Hees. He is in favor of policies 
which will encourage Canadians to invest 


in their own country * but opposed to 
discrimination because it would simply 
mean the acceptance of lower standards 
of living. He would look with “great 
suspicion” on any .proposal for a capital 
gains tax and subject to careful scrutiny 
any such recommendation which might 
emerge from the studies of the Carter 
commission. 

As to welfare programs, Mr. Fultoh is 
of the opinion that we have now gone 
about as far as we should go: indeed he 
has some reservations about programs 
already accepted. What he thinks may 
be needed is a “sorting out” and 
rationalization of existing schemes. i 

Some of these ideas, obviously, will be. 
unpalatable to Conservative new 
frontiersmen. This possibly is the 
significance of Thursday’s press con- 
ference. Whether the party likes it or 
not, Mr. Filton intends to make the 
contest a debate about ideas and issues. 
He did this, of course, in British 
Columbia, winning respect for his 
courage but losing the election. But this 
is not conclusive for, as he pointed out, 
Mr. Diefenbaker and Mr. Hamilton also 
drew blanks in provincial elections. 

The last undoubted intellectual to lead 
the Conservative party was Mr. Meighen 
who has fared much better with 
historians than he did with the voters. 
This memory may dispose some party 
workers to look with favor on politicians 
with a greater facility for talking as if 
they had cotton wool in their mouths. 
Mr. Fulton is an articulate man who 
wants to involve the party in the risky 
business of defining issues. Against him 
js the safety-first instinct which inclines 
politicians to. paths. of me-tooism.. For 
him is the mounting evidence that safety 
first, in the conditions of our day, may 
spell oblivion for the Conservative party.

ARLIAMENT will debate Britain's 
annual defence statement; the so- 

called Defence White Paper, today and 
tomorrow. The statement, delivered by 
the Defence Minister, Mr. Denis Healey, 
on February’ 16, contained no‘ surprises. 
But it represented, as he himself put it, 
a “report on progress”*~towards reducing 
the defence budget to six per cent of 
Britain's Gross National Product, instead 
of the’ present 6.6 per cent, 

Though the Defence White Paper has 
been attacked by the Labour Party's left- 
wing because it\still provides for forces 
east of Suez (and by the Tory Opposition 
for a variety of other reasons) it would 
be difficult to contradict Mr. Healey’s 
claim that the government has saved 
money and improved efficiency. + 

On the government's own estimate, 
the saving is £750 million on its 
predecessor's program-—over the past — 
three years, due partly to buying — 
American aircraft instead of British and _ 
to the withdrawal of oVérseds garrisons. _

navy and air force, The navy saw itself 
as a power afloat — an extension, as it 
were, of the Royal Navy. The Canadian 


-Air Force regarded itself as a wing of 


America’s Strategic Air Command. 

While shipyards. and the aircreft 
industry, backed by powerful lobb‘-s, 
took a booming share of defence 
spending, the army went almost barefont 
— though it carried the whole burden of 
real operations, on behalf of the UN. 

Hellyer's first action was to freeze all 
major weapons purchases. If he had 
allowed them to go ahead, they would 
have limited his choice in future defence 
policy. Had Mr. Healey been able todo _ 
the same when Labour came to power in 
1964, Britain would not now be tied to its 
¢ostly: Polaris. submarine program by ° 
which the Tories sought to create an 
“independent British deterrent.”” 

Hellyer’s next step was to set up 
study groups on the whole range of 
operations in which Canada could be 
involved in the future. 

Then, after the Canadian government 
had trimmed its defence spending toa 
ceiling: of four per cent of the Gross 
National Product, came_drastic pruning 
of aircraft and naval progtams, and the 
purchase, where necessary, of more 
American arms. 

Britain, by comparison, aims to spend

four major airctaft projects. 

But Hellyer’s most radical move — 
and one at which the world’s defence 
ministers. must be looking with envy — 
approval only a few weeks ago. It is the 
unification of the feuding army, navy 
and air force into a single service, which 
will have one, budget, one uniform, one 
pay structure, and one promotion’ ladder 
tor senior officers. = 


Five Resignations 

This move has caused an uproar and 
led to the resignation of five Canadian ~ 
admirals: Opposition leaders have 
accused the defence minister of wrecking 
military morale. But since a 20 per cent 
reduction in headquarters staff-was one 
of the intentions, the’ departure of the 
admirals is no disaster. Moreover, the 
majority of Canadian now 
appear to support Hellyer, seeing in a 
single service the basis of a flexible 
force for modern needs: : 


In place of 11 there will be 
‘six: a Le Can “inehiding 


tactical aircraft and Special Service 
troops, for tasks. ranging from UN 
‘emergencies to the sudden reinforcement 
of the Canadian Brigade in Germany; a 
Maritime Command to provide sea and 
air forces for coast defence, and sea 
transport for overseas operations; an Air 
Transport Command; and two 
commands for training and equipment. 
, Unification of the services has also 
‘been urged by military authorities in the 
largest” countries, including — General 
Eisenhower and the late General Mac- 
Arthur in America,..and Lord Mount- 
batten, Field Marshal Montgomery, and 
‘Marshal of the Royal Air Force Sir 
Arthur “Bomber” Harris in Britain. 

In time, the unification of armies, 
navies and air forces, still arbitrarily 
identified with land, sea and air 
operations—_respectively, would seem 
inevitable in every country, including 
those of the Communist world which has 
followed the Canadian —— with 
much interest. 

But even if traditional feterests resist 
unification for some years, the Canadian 
initiative in setting up flexible forces, 
adapted equally to peace-keeping and 
self-defence, is likely to attract attention 
not only -in Britain but in every nation 
with a serious interest in preventing war 
at the outsct.

The  rule-of-thumb— definition 
of income in the Carter report 
is net gain—that is, income 
after deducting expenses from 
all sources; employment, gifts 
and legacies, windfalls, and the 
ownership or disposal of tang- 
ible or ‘intartigible -property, It 
would include cash, property, 
benefits as changes in value of 
property, and the personal use 
and enjoyment of property that 
could have been rented to 
others. 

In these definitions, the com- 
mission says some modifica- 
tions. are necessary for admin- 
istrative reasons. It would be 
impossible, for ins tance, to 
make an annual assessment of 
all individual and family assets: 

But the tax base, the com- 
mission says, should be eompre- 
hensive. And personal income 
and corporate incomes should 
be integrated. 

All corporation profits should 
be taxed at a flat rate of 50 
per cent of their net incomes 
after expenses, as they now are 
on incomes in excess of $35,000. 

But the Carter commission
